Ryan tried to impress the as- 
semblage with the importance of 
their vote, “kour vote tonight is 
tremendously important.*’ “The 
faculty Athletic .Committee is ip 
the process of reviewing the en- 
tire athletic picture on this cam- 
pus.” “If your vote tonight says 
.that you feel that football is an 
important part of campus life, 
then I’m sure the committee will 
look favorably on the situation.” 
"• “However, if your vote says that 
football is not important to your 
college lives, they will not look 
with very much favor upon the 
continuation.” “Gentlemen, I urge 
you to vote according to what you 
feel is best for Saint Joe’s.”
